1 . EGYPTIAN-SOVIET RELATIONS NOT YET "NORMALIZED" 

SOVIET AMBASSADOR TO CAIRO POLYAKOV TOLD AMBASSADOR EILTS 
THE FAHMY-GROMYKO MEETING IN SOFIA WAS ONLY PRELIMINARY AND 
THE SOVIETS STILL DO NOT FEEL THE GOE HAS DONE ENOUGH TO 
WARRANT NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS. POLYAKOV ALSO SAID: 

-A SECOND FAHMY-GROMYKO MEETING IS POSSIBLE, BUT NOT 
IN THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 

-EGYPT'S POSTURE DURING THE JANUARY BILATERAL TRADE 
PROTOCOL TALKS WILL SIGNAL ITS INTEREST IN IMPROVING 
RELATIONS. 

-THE USSR EXPECTS EGYPT TO SATISFACTORILY REDUCE ITS 
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LARGE INDEBTEDNESS. 
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-THE SOVIETS HAVE NOT RESUMED ARMS OR SPARE PARTS

2. JAPANESE ECONOMIC POLICY: NO YEN FOR CHANGE 

EMBASSY TOKYO PREDICTS LITTLE CHANGE IN JAPANESE ECONOMIC 
POLICY DESPITE THE LIBERAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY'S LOSSES. 

ECONOMIC POLICY MANAGEMENT, HOWEVER, MAY BECOME MORE DIFFI 
CULT FOR THE PERMANENT PROFESSIONAL BUREAUCRACY. THE EM- 
BASSY FURTHER EXPECTS THAT: 

-THE DIET WILL PASS A SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET TO STIMU- 
LATE BUSINESS ACTIVITY, PROBABLY BY THE END OF JANU- 
ARY. 

-FUKUDA MAY HAVE TO BOW TO THE DESIRE OF SOME OPPOSI-

-JAPANESE POLICIES TOWARD ALL IMPORT-SENSITIVE PRO- 
DUCTS WILL PROBABLY BECOME EVEN MORE DIFFICULT TO 
CHANGE. 

-TOKYO WILL NOT PASS UP THE OPPORTUNITY TO HOST THE 
NEXT ECONOMIC SUMMIT, DESPITE THE ENORMOUS PROBLEMS

3. JIDDA: SOVIETS MAY HAVE LOST OPPORTUNITY IN THE GULF 

EMBASSY JIDDA BELIEVES THE SOVIETS HAVE MADE A MAJOR MIS- 
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TAKE IF, AS EMBASSY MOSCOW SUGGESTS, RECENT RUSSIAN PRESS 
ATTACKS AGAINST SAUDI ARABIA INDICATE MOSCOW HAS ABANDONED

A RESPONSIBLE OFFICIAL OF THE ITALIAN COMMUNIST PARTY (PCI) 
TOLD EMBASSY ROME THE PARTY: 

-IS ENCOUNTERING PROBLEMS BECAUSE OF LEADERSHIP DIS- 
AGREEMENTS OVER STRATEGY, UNION OPPOSITION TO THE 
PCI'S SUPPORT OF AUSTERITY PROGRAMS, AND IMPATIENCE 
AMONG THE RANK AND FILE; 

-MUST ACHIEVE A GOVERNMENTAL ROLE GRADUALLY, IN ORDER 
TO FORESTALL POPULAR REACTION; AND 

-WOULD LIKE TO JOIN THE PARLIAMENTARY MAJORITY IN THE 
SPRING, BUT DELAY FORMAL ENTRY INTO THE GOVERNMENT 
UNTIL LATER.
